PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 


An Actress Burned in Her Room at a Steu- 
benville Hotel. 
STEUBENVILLE, O., Jan. 16.—(Special.]—Cain’s 
Winter Garden, a variety theatre, located in the 
rear of Cain’s Hotel, on Market street, in this 
city, was totally destroyed by fire at 5 o’clock this 
evening, together with its contents, and the hotel 
badly damaged by fire and water. The flames 
originated on the stage of the theatre 
shortly after rehearsal, and almost be- 
fore a general alarm could be given the 
theatre was a mass of fire. So rapidly 
did the flames communicate to the hotei building 
which adjoins it that one woman lost her life, and 
several other performers were more or less in- 
jured. Miss Annie Devoe, a serio-comic hailing 
from Pittsburg, had lain down in her room fora 
nap, and was not missed until her charred and 
blackened remains were found after the fire, 
death having resulted from suffocation. She had 
been in the theatre a short time previous to the 
alarm, and her partner, Miss Laura Law- 
rence, thinking she had gone out to do 
some shopping, was shocked to find her corpse in 
their room after the danger had passed. The 
body will be sent to her parents, in Pittsburg. 
Miss Devoe’s name in private life was Hindman. 
Miss Francis, another variety actress, of the 
firm of Conly & Francis, escaped death by jump- 
ing from the third story of the hotel to a veranda 
and thence to the ground by means of a 
rope; her husband, Conly, doing likewise. Allie 
Grace, a singer, attempted to dash through 
the smoke and fell down-stairs, breaking 
an arm. Fred Wenzel, a Dutch comedian, 
umped from a second-story window. falling on 
is nose. Other performers were more or less 
injured. Conly Francis and Miss Grace lose 
their entire wardrobes, which were in their 
dressing-rooms, and others suffered loss. A high 
wind was blowing at the time of the conflagra- 
tion, and for a while a number of houses 
were threatened with destruction, but heroic 
work on the part of the firemen saved 
the adjoining property, although some 
of it was badly damaged by water. © theatre 
was owned by John L. Cain, who also runs a 
variety theatre in Columbus, and was built last 
ummer.

The 
hotel property is owned by the heirs of the late 
Thomas Mears and was leased by Cain, who 
boarded his performers, The loss on this part of 
the building will reach several thousand dollars, 
and is insured.

UPON IMPORTANT ISSUES. 


Commenting on Statements Made by Lord 
Salisbury—Irish Members of Parliament 
Urged to Expedite Government Busi- 
ness—A Shortening of the Judicial 
Term Advised—The Balfour Adminis- 
tration Sharply Criticised—An Unen- 
viable Showing for the Secretary.

LONDON, Jan. 16.—Parneil expressed him- 
self in Dublin today on the subjectof Lord 
ee Liverpool speech.

Lord Salisbury’s statement that in the event of

Government would have to consider whether 
they should follow the constitutional custom o! 
resigning or dissolving is, I believe. entirely 
without precedent on the part of a Minister in 
his position. Lord Salisbury suggests that the 
reversal of the ordinary course would be dictatea 
on account of the great magnitude of the ques- 
tions and interests involved. and that he 
would be justified in continuing to carry on the 
Government of the country asa minority in the 
face of a hostile vote. and would refuse to treat 
such vote as one of want of confidence. But itis 
recisely. because the interests involved are 
arge and of great importance that a division in 
reference to such interests is universally treated 
as a question of confidence. If the matter were 
a small one it would be different. Then a Minis- 
ter, although defeated, need not necessarily 
treat the question as one of confidence, 
In fact, the greater the 1 —— and the 
larger the imperial interests in¥olved the more 
it becomes a oe of confidence. This state- 
ment of Lord Salisbury’s, to — mind, indicates 
the existence of grave dissensions, perhaps in 
the Cabinet, certainly in the party. These dis- 
sensions are more likely to arise out of questions 
connec with proposed English legislation 
than upon the Irish question, although the ex- 
traordinary exhibition that Mr. Baifour has made 
of himself inthe Irish office will undoubtedly 
have a disintegrating effect upon his followers. 
We may, therefore, expect the Ministerial crisis 
at apy time during the session, arising out of, as 
Tha — said, some English rather than the Irish 
question. 

It would be 1 I think, for Irish members 
and English Radicals to do everythmg they od 
sibly can to facilitate Government business dur- 
ing the coming session so that no cry of obstruc- 
tion can be gotten up or alleged as an excuse 
for avoiding the entertainment of great matters 
of English policy.

CHARLES XEEP’S WIFE INSISTS THAT 


IE IS NOT DEAD. 


She Thinks He Is Attempting to Play Hera 
Mean Trick—New York Agents Auxious 
Over Non-Arrival of the Britannia— 
Mme. Kiiabe’s Trip to Chicago Delayed 
—Still Tilking of Mrs, Parmelee’s Com- 
panion—(General New York News. 

New York, Jan. 16.—Application was made 
today to the Coruner for an order to have the 
body of thd late Charles D. Keep, former 
proprietor of the Wall Street News, exhumed. 
The body is supposed to be in Calvary Ceme- 
tery, as, rding to the books of the ceme- 
tery authdrites, he was interred there 
June 12, 1887, having died at Etber- 
ron, N. J., after “a week's iliness 
of acute riieumatism, June 9. The applica- 
tion for the exhumation is made by Mrs. 
Mary T. Keep, who claims to be the lawful 
widow of Charles D. Keep. Mrs. Keep as- 
serts her belief that her husband is not dead, 
and that he simulated death for certain rea- 
sons. If hi) isdead, however, she alleges 
he was muidered by poisoning. She wants 
the coffin oyened that she may identify the 
body if ſt is that of her husband, 
tor the purpose of furnishing legal proof of 
death, which is necessary in certain suits 
now in progress. In support of her applica- 
tion for exhumation Mrs. Keep has made an 
affidavit in which she deciares that on the oc- 
casion wher it was rumored that KRalston, 
the Califorriia banker, had committed suicide 
Keep dediared that he would not 
commit sijicide; that, in a like con- 
tingency, de would conspire with cer- 
tain physijians and feign death; that 
while the fraudulent funeral was in 
progress he wouid effect his escape and take 
up his residence in the Thousand Islands or 
elsewhere; that he repeated this intention 
upon the rumored suicide of Mme. Kestell. 
She declares that in 1873 they mutually made 
wills in each other’s favor, and that 
subsequently when she entreated him to 
mend his dissolute life be beat her, and de- 
clared that he would defraud her, tiging or 
dead,” of her lawfulestate; that hie alleged 
will of 1881 is frauduient; that his business 
in Exchange Place, New York, is still con- 
ducted as if he were alive, and that Keep’s 
— N {herein have defrauded and as- 
saulted the deponent; that she is entitled to 
his estate, and to ct up her claim must 
have evidence of Keep’sdeath. She declares 
that she wiis coerced into the E by 
which she was divorced from Keep in 1884. 

Keep was worth several hundred thousand 
dollars. In an interview with the Coroner 
the affiant, whose cards bear the oe

ANNOYING AMERICAN FISHERMEN. 


Canadians Deny One Charge, but Have 
Offered to Make Restitution. 
Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 16.—[(Special.)})—Washing- 
ton advices state that Representative Chipman 
of Michigan has laid before Secretary Bayard 
complaints showing that annoyances are put 
upon American fishermen on the great lakes by 
the Canadian Government. The specific com- 
plaint is of a-seizure by the Canadian Superin- 
tendent of Lake Fisheries, Mr. Marks, of nets 
valued at $20,000, which belonged to one Talsma, 
a citizen of Michigan. It is complained that the 
Canadian authorities are annoying the American 
fishermen in every way possible and interfering 
with the fishing industry. The attention of Mr. 
Tilton, Deputy Minister of Fisheries, was called to 
the foregoing, and that gentleman says the state- 
ment is a gross exaggeration. Talsma's nets 
were seized off St. Joseph's Island, Lake Huron, 
last June. and Mr. Tilton says that the outside 
value of the nets is between $300 and $400. Over- 
seer Marks claims that beyond dispute the nets 
were set in Canadian waters and were seized be- 
cause Talsma had no fishing license from the 
Canadian Government. On the 
circumstances the department concluded that 
there might be some doubt as to the correct- 
ness of Overseer Marks’ contention, and ordered 
the nets to be restored to their owner. The lat- 
ter, however, declined to receive the nets, pre- 
ferring to make the matter the subject of diplo- 
matic correspondence. Relative to the charge 
of persistent annoyance of United States fisher- 
men on the lakes by Canadian overseers the 
Deputy Minister gives it an unqualified deniai.

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PLAN TO ERECT ANOTHER UNITED 
STATES COURT IN MINNESOTA. 


An Officer of the Judiciary Department will 
Make a Report—Senator Chandler's In- 
fluence with Democrats in New Hamp- 
shire—A Wisconsin Judge Indorsed by 
Both Parties—Iowa Democrats Enthusi- 
astic Over Tariff Reform—The Registry 
in Rhode Island, 

Sr. Pat, Minn., Jan. 16.—[{Special.]— 
More than a year ago the question of divid- 
ing the State of Minnesota into two judicial 
districts was agitated in the Judiciary De- 
partment at Washington, and present ad- 
vices from that city are to the effect that a 
representative of that department is already 
en route to investigate the business and fees 
of the present officers of the United States 
District Court in St. Paul and consider the 
advisability of creating a second district, the 
appointment of another Judge, a second Dis- 


‘trict Attorney, and numerous United States 


Commissioners. The Government as well as 
certain politicians has long since had an 
eye on the fees of the United States Marshal 
and District-Attorney. Both offices are paid 
only nominal salaries, about $250 per annum, 
but receive handsome mileage fees. In Min- 
nesota, where the territory to be covered is 
so great and the number of minor cases, 
principally complaints of whisky-selling to 
Indians, are so numerous, entailing great 
cost on the Government with but few cases 
of punishment compared with the num- 
ber of crimes alleged, the expense 
of maintaining the district has 
been so great that the establishment 
of the Second District seems a foregone con- 
clusion. It is understood that Fergus Falls 
is to be selected as the new seat of Federal 
justice. The new Judge will be appointed by 
the President, subject to dismissal at any 
time. The new District-Attorney, will be 
likewise appointed. If the Admudistration 
really makes the move asa matter of econo- 
my, Congressman Coilins’ suggestion to 
make every United States Commissioner a

The last year has witnessed the practical ex- 
tinction of the bucket-shop evil in Chicago and 
in the South and West. © evil is also greatl 
mitigated in the Hast and in the provinces. This 
has been brought üöbout by the codperation of 
the telegraph comipanies with other agencies and 
without the aid of the courts of justice. Several 
of these courts still hamper the Board of Trade 
and the telegraph companies with their injune- 
tions, but the hing no suppression has still gone 


forward. Nothing now can restore the old-time 
bucket-shop evil but the direct and affirmative 
coéperation of the courts or the passive supine- 
ness of the Board of Trade. Should it ever be 
restored it will not be difficult to place the 
responsibility. , 
The report s, concerning the much- 
mooted subject of freight discrimination:

It is hoped that the persuasive 
eloquence of the distingushed Iroquoisan will 
have the desired effect. Mr. Goudy, while dis- 
posed to allow the President to have the conven- 
tion where he chooses, will be in Washington in 
a Gay or two, and he will say a good word for 
Chicago. Mr. Goudy saw Congressman Scott re- 
cently and was led to believe that the President 
favored New York, but aside from the statement 
that Gov. Hill is opposed to the convention 
going West Col. Lamont says in hia letter 
that no decision has been reached in Adminis- 
tration circles. Senator Gorman, the Maryland 
boss,“ is a potent factor on the National Com- 
mittee, and atthough Col. Lamont states that he 
has been looking over the situation it is thought 
he will be in accord with Gov.

All this would indicate that the Democratic 
leaders are very much at sea, and nothing will 
probably be known of their desires until the lat- 
ter part of this month, when Gen. New- 
berry, Mr. Goudy, and Horace A. Hurlbut 
return from the East. In the meantime 
the various local Democratic National Conven- 
tion committees will perfect their plans for their 
trip to Washington. Thus the committee ap- 
pointed by the State Centrai Committee has ac- 
complished little, and the Sub-Committee on 
Finance appointed by it has not met with much 
success. r. Schwab, the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, has been unwell and unable 
to obtain any promises of contributions contin- 
gent on the convention coming here, and as 4 re- 
sult no report was made by him at the meeting 
of the General Committee held yesterday at the 
Palmer House. There was not a large attend- 
ance of the members, A delegation from 
tne socalled Regular Democratic County 
Central Committee made up any deficiency in 
the attendance.

What purported to be a meeting of the 
“Committee of One Hundred’’ of the United 
Labor party was held last night. The earlier 
part of the meeting was taken up by a consider- 
ation of a pian for ward and county organiza- 
tion, which was accepted.

Quinine and Opium Craving. 

Mr. John Ferguson, a well-known resident of 
Ceylon and newspaper proprietor, bas addressed 
a letter to the Secretary of tne Auti-Opium Soci- 
ety on the value of sulphate of quinine, or even 
the inferior alkaloids from cinchona bark, as 


porphylactics and tonics, especially in low-lying 
and malarial districts, where people are ad- 
dicted to the use of opium in order to 
relieve the fever depression. The preva- 
lence of the opium-craving in many parts 
of the world is due, says Mr. Ferguson, to the 
people being subject to a low type of fever. This 
is largely the case in China. In England it has 
been shown that the consumption of opium, 
chiefly in the form of laudanum, is very large in 
the fen districts and along the lower banks of 
the Thames, especially about Gravesend. A 
Lincolnshire village druggist stated some years 
ago, in a letter published in the newspapers, 
that he sold about two gallons of laudanum 
per month retail, besides sixteen or twenty 
ounces of opfum itself, mostly to women of the 
poorer classes, who must pinch themselves seri- 
ously in many ways to purchase the luxury. 
Many, he said, consume an ounce of opium a 
week, some considerably more. The main cause 
of this craving, according to Mr. Ferguson, is 
that the people live jn low and malaria! local 
ities, and he suggests that quinine removes the 
craving and acts as à substitute for laudanum. 
He quotes from Mr. Colquhon's travels in China 
to show that the Chinese, even in remote in- 
Jand districts along the Canton River, know 
the efficacy of quinine in superseding the need 
for opium, and possibly in curing the taste and 
desire forit. A few years ago the prices of qui- 
nine apd the cinchona alkalolds were probibitory 
to r people, but the cultivation of the plant 
in India, Ceylon, and Java has reduced the price 
of the best sulphate of quinine from 10s., 15s., and 
even 18s. an ounce to half a crown,: and even to 
less. In 1872 11,457 pounds of cinchona bark was 
exported from Ceylon; now the export is from 
13,000,000 to 15,000, pounds. But, although the 
wholesale price of quinine is so enormously re- 
duced, the retail prices are frequently still cal. 
culated on the rate from time immemorial of 
£2 an ounce, which is purchased at less than 3s. 
London Times.

If any 
doubt had existed previously it would have 
been disposed of by Lamar’s course in 
ousting Sparks from the Land-Office, restor- 
ing the rotten indemnity land rule, turning 
over hundreds of thousands of acres to the 
corporations, and getting out of the Land 
Bureau every man whose official head was 
desired by the land-grant ring. 
mar’s course in the Interior Department 
earned him the gratitude of the rail- 
road land-grant attorneys in the Sen 
ate, and if necessary their votes for 
his confirmation would have been forthcom- 
ing without regard to partisan considera- 
tions. But while Mr. Lamar has been the 
, servant and creature of the land-grant ring 
he owes his selection as a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court entirely to his advocacy of se- 
cessionism and his prominence in the Re- 
bellion.

BOURBON CRY FOR FREE WHISKY. 
The Democratic National platform of 1884 


declared that the whisky and tobacco taxes 
shouid be “ sacredly devoted” toa fund for 
“the care and comfort of worthy soldiers 
disabled in the line of duty ina the wars of 
the Republic and for the payment of pen- 
sions.“ Accordingly the Democrats in Con- 
gress last winter made a raid on the “ special 
fund” by adopting the Mexican Pension bill, 
by which a good many thousand ex-Confed- 
erates were provided for, and the only ob- 
jection made to the Dependent bill was that 
its provisions were too vague and should be 
made more specific before the measure was 
enacted into a law. Having deliberately 
pledged themselves to retain the whisky and 
tobacco taxes and use the proceeds for 
pension money—and having no doubt 
held a portion of the Democratic 
soldier vote in the last campaign 
on the score of such promises—the 
trust-protection Democrats in Congress now 
show a disposition to go in for free whisky 
and tobacco in order to get rid of the sur- 
plus and avoid any, lowering of the tariff. 
Party pledges are as chaff when tariff boun- 
ties are in danger. 

Senator Browa of Georgia and Senator 
Vance of North Carolina have tried the ice 
in advancing the free-whisky doctrine, and 
it is expected that before long other ultra- 
protectionists in both parties will follow 
them. Brown and Vance can afford to lead 
off in this matter because they are sure of a 
solid home support. They have many moon- 
shiners” among their constituents, and 
many men whose energies are largely de- 
voted to chewing dog-leg tobacco, smoking 
corn-cob pipes, eating clay with arsenic in 
it, and drinking unrectified rotgut straight. 
Senator Brown’s declaration that to- 
bacco has become a “necessity,” and 
that the same rule applies substan- 
tially to whisky,” will meet with en- 
thusiastic approval in Georgia. But 
how do Brown and Vance expect to justify 
their violation of the Democratic campaign 
pledge of 1884 and betrayal of the pledge 
under which the votes of Democratic soldiers 
were secured for Cleveland! They must feel 
rather awkward crawling into the same bed 
with Pig-Iron Kelley, Milliken of Maine, and 
those fellows of the Union League Club of 
New York who are determined to secure 
cheap tobacco and strong drink for the poor 
man in order to retain high taxes on neces- 
saries of life. 

If the tobacco and whisky taxes are thrown 
off every tariff-protected trust and monopoly 
will be safe from interference, The tax on 
spirits, fermented liquors, and tobacco yielded 
in the last fiscal year considerably more than 
100 milhons.

principles they might think themselves 
serving the interests of their moonshine 
distilling constituents by demanding the ab- 
olition of the tax on whisky; and doubtless 
the whisky consumers of Georgia and North 
Carolina who jake their produce to market in 
a cart drawn by an old blind mule or a pair of 
cows, and re with jugs well filled, would 
applaud the move in favor of free alcoholic 
drink. Still, Vance and Brown would hard- 
iy run in the teeth of the last National Dem- 
ocratic platfo?m without an unusually strong 
motive to — them on. Both men must be 
alhed with soine of the big tariff trusts and 
syndicates. Hven Brown and Vance would 
hardly advocate free whisky for its own 
sake, and it must be that they are on the 
lookout to get the surplus out of the way and 
avoid any —— of tariff bounties.

Salt produced thus by the tides and 
the sun would generally be considered “raw 
material.” Jf a pound of fresh water is ex- 
posed toa winter night the product is ice, 
which, thus produced, is called “raw ma- 
terial.“ The two processes only differ in the 
agency empidyed—sun-heat in the former and 
— hea a the latter, a pond being the 
receptacle in both cases. Now, this sun-dried 
sea-salt posdesses peculiarly valuable quali- 
ties for méiking brine for the preserva 
tion of fish, beef, pork, and butter, and 
it is perfectly brutal tyranny on the part of 
Congress to levy a duty of 83 per cent on the 
buttermakers and fish, pork, and beef pack- 
ers who need it. It exhibits either 
shameful igriorance or criminal indifference 
to their conitituents’ interests on the part of 
Western Congressmen who tolerate the con- 
tinuance of uch a barbarous tax on this raw 
material. The only excuse they ever give is 
that taking the tax of 88 per cent off sun- 
made sea-salt might imterfere with the 
profits of tho Michigan salt manufactured at 
Saginaw and the Syracuse salt of New York. 
No other excuses that we have ever heard 
have been given by the Congressmen of Ili- 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin, Iowa, or other 
Western States for retaining this injurious 
tax, not needed for revenue, on a necessity 
of life; nor as any ot them ever shown to the 
satisfaction of his constituents that placing 
sun-made sba-salt on the free list would ma- 
terially affeét the profits of the Saginaw or 
Syracuse salt works. They merely say they 
are afraid it might, and that securing big 
profits to the owners thereof is of more im- 
portance to them than promoting the inter- 
ests of thei own constituents! 


IRELAND AND THE AMERICAN TARIFF. 
A representative of the Irish Woolen Man- 
ufacturing | & Export Company, of which 
Me. Michael Davitt is Chairman, is expected 
in Chicago’ Jan. 20 to take orders for Irish 
cloth. Tho same agent intends traveling 
over the entire country on the same mis- 
sion; and Mr. Davitt prepared the way on his 
last visit toſthis country by calling upon large 
dealers ani procuring the promise of a 
practical welcome for him. In undertaking 
to revive the paralyzed industries of his 
country Mr. Davitt is doing a work of the 
highest an most genuine patriotism. Na- 
tions do not live by politics alone. Without 
manufactuies to exchange with the farmer 
Ireland wojald be very little improved by the 
most perfe(t system of home rule the ingenu- 
ity of her statesmen could devise. 

Nothing throws more light on the past of 
England nd Ireland than their woolen 
trade. A nef statement of its history will 
enable rational men who think that the 
grievances, of Ireland are only sentimental 
to see the question in a true and clear man- 
ner. Befoite William III. became King Ire- 
land had two considerable export industries 
—cattle ani woolen manufactures. Protec- 
tion was then the policy of monopolies, as it 
is still; and as soon as the English manu- 
facturers found that Irish cattle, leather, 
tallow, et., were interfering with their 
profits thdy procured the passage of statutes 
which cut the Irish cattle trade off from the 
markets of the world, whether British co- 
lonial or European. That threw the strug- 
gling capital of Ireland into the woolen trade. 
Forthwith a cry went up from the English 
capitalist engaged in the same business, and 
the King was frankly besought to stop the 
woolen industry in Ireland. . 

Ireland. vas as much entitled to the pro- 
tection theory and all its alleged benefits as 
England. The Crown affected to govern the 
two countries by the same laws and to know 
no difference between them in trade, equity, 
or law. This fine pretension had no founda- 
tion in fact. Penal laws directed at every- 
thing nobiie and sane in national develop- 
ment struitk down Irish hopes wherever they 
showed energy; education was as good as 
abolisheu for three-fourths of the people: 
property jaws confiscated land on religious 
bretexts; and. without regard to either race 
or creed, very branch of commerce and in- 
dustry in which the Irish people dis- 
played ability and success was in one 
way or another crippled or destroyed. 
The wobdlen trade showed the great 
est vitality, owing to obvious natural 
causes; and Wiiliam IIL promptly assured 
the English manufacturers that he weuld 
„do everything in his power to discourage 
it.“ It was effectually “discouraged” by 
statutes passed nearly 200 years ago, all ex- 
port of Irish cloth except to England and 
Wales being prohibited; and heavy duties 
substantially confiscated the little that was 
afterwarii sent out. Even for raw wool ex- 
port waq permitted only to England, and, 
for customs convenience, entry was limited 
to a single port. The sovereign who thus de- 
liberateljy stabbed at the natural and just 
rights of the Irish nation is the patron saint 
of the Orangemen; who by their devotion to 
his immortal memorv“ preserve their 
unique character as the phenomenon of moa- 
ern politics. 

From those prohibitory laws Ireland con- 
tinued th suffer until the Act of Legislative 
Union ih the beginning of the present cent- 
ury. During eighteen years of comparative 
independence prior to its forcibie and fraud- 
ulent suppression the Irish Parliament, act- 
ing, of course, on high protective principles, 
sought th coddle the woolen and other indus- 
tries by bounties. It was all in vain. The 
English producer was master of the Irish 
market, and has soremained. The land being 
the only money-maker in the country and the 
landlord spending his profits in other coun- 
tries, the manufactures of Ireland have re- 
mained, paralyzed. The Home-Rulers have 
done thdir utmost to revive a national spirit 
on the gubject and to make it popular to wear 
and use only what is manufactured at —e 
Mr Davitt's woolen are 
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pride and self-respect, 
the high ‘art « of the United States cripples 
the infant Irish industry. Mr. Davitt's agent 
is met at the ‘custom-house with a demand 
for toll to a surplus-oppressed Republic, and 
this toll he must pay before he can deliver a 
yard of Irish cloth to his patriotic fellow- 
countrymen who are anxious to help restore 
the native industries of their unfortunate 
motherland. He must hand over 35 per cent 
and 40 per cent, according to the pound value 
of his commodity; and he will be somewhat 
discouraged by an ad valorem duty ot from 
68 to 91 per cent before his cases can leave the 
custom-house. He will hear also that the 
American tariff men, among whom he will 
find many of the best known and most es- 
teemed of his own countrymen—some of 
them able and unselfish advocates of home 
rule—are not content with this toil, but want 
it raised still higher; about as high as King 
William found it convenient to put his pro- 
hibitory duties 200 years ago for the benefit 
of the English hign-tariff wool men. 

Indeed, it may be feared that these patri- 
otic supporters of high tarriff and home rule, 
like Desdemona between the Duke and the 
Moor, “do perceive here a divided duty.“ 
Strictly construed, the idea of high tariff is 
to exclude foreign manufactures, at least of 
those things which we produce ourselves. 
No high-taviff advocate can possibly claim 
that American woolen manufactures are not 
good enough for him. Itis to be hoped that 
Mr. Davitt’s effort to reinvigorate the cloth 
business ia Ireland will be sucgessful; put 
its destiny would become very much bright- 
er if the friends of Ireland in America would 
not insist upon treating it at our ports as 
unmercifully as King William treated the 
Irish woolen industry 200 years ago. 


Tue murder of Neal McKeague at Church’s 
Ferry, Dax., by the saloonkeeper, Hillerman, 
in a quarrel growing out of a game of cards 
will recall to every one the awful murder of 
the Willsons at Winnetka, of which no one 
now doubts he was guilty. It wasabout four 
years ago that the killing of this aged couple 
horrified not only the pleasant suburb where 
it occurred but the whole City of Chicago. 
The testimony offered by the prosecution 
was overwhelming and would have convict- 
ed him had it not been for the perjured evi- 


* dence secured in his behalf to prove an alibi. 


It was shown that McKeague had purchased 
alot from Willison on which to build his 
butcher-shop; that there had been a mis- 
understanding between them, and that the 
day of the murder McKeague had left the old 
man in a savage and angry condition. Tnat 
night Willson was killed, and to prevent de- 
tection the murderer also killed his 
aged and paralytic wife, who had risen 
from her bed and evidently recognized 
him. It was proved that at a late 
hour that night McKeague was found playing 
cards in a saloon, and that he exhibited a con- 
siderable sum of money, including some fifty- 
dollar bills, such as it was known Willson had 
in his possession. Buttons were also found 
upon the floor near the scene of the encounter 
which matched those upon McKeague’s vest, 
and the microscope revealed that the bits of 
thread and cloth attached to them exactly 
fitted the torn places in the vest. His re- 
volver was found afterwards in the posses- 
sion of a servant-giri with two of its car- 
tridges exploded. Thegirl swore that he had 
given her the revolver a long time before the 
murder, and upon this and other false evi- 
dence to establish an alibi the desperate vil- 
lain was acquitted, and justice miscarried. It 
is now known that these witnesses perjured 
themselves, and some of them have since 
so admitted. After the trial McKeague 
was arrested in this city and twice subse- 
quently in Canada for assaults upon women. 
He finally drifted to Dakota, where he was 
lost sight of until the news came that he had 
been killed in an encounter with a saloon- 
keeper whom he had cheated at cards. As 
the act was committed in self-defense, it is 
not likely that the saloonkeeper will suffer at 
the hands of the law. In this community 
there will be very general congratulation 
that the saloonkeeper has rid the world of a 
desperate — villain. 


A WRITER in the current number of ¢ one of 
our gas journals, apparently an expert, claims 
that natural gas can be piped a distance of 
230 miles, and supply the City of Philadelphia 
with 75,000,000 cubic feet per day, with an ex- 
penditure of only about $12,000,000 for wells 
and viping. He holds that the gas could be 
supphed at not more than 10 cents per 1,000 
feet and a fair profit be realized out of that 
figure to the parties furnishing the capital 
for the plant. This would be at the rate of 
only six and two-thirds cents per 1,000 for a 
distance of 150 miles, and the extra cost of 
wells per mile be fairly offset by the larger 
quantity that would be taken dy the 
people of Chicago if it were offered 
them at anything like the figure named. 
The estimate referred to is thus corroborative 
evidence that it is possible to serve natural 
gas to this city at about the cost named by 
Tue Trisune yesterday—that is, six cents 
per 1,000 feet. It might be necessary to build 
a large conduit oreto construct several to 
bring such a huge volume of gas here, but 
that is a mere matter of detail to be settled 
on by the men who undertake the service. 
As it has been demonstrated that seven and 
a half feet of natural gas gives as much heat 
in burning as a pound of coal does, it follows 
that the bringing of the gas here on such 
terms would be equivalent to offering to con- 
sumers coal at less than $1 per ton, delivered 
to their homes as wanted, requiring no han- 
dling, and doing away with ashes and 
smoke,

Tun case of Miss Linnie Travett of Cleve- 
land, O., a young woman of 28, is one which 
ought to attract the attention of social and 
moral investigators. Of late the best people 
of that city have been annoyed by the receipt 
of anonymous letters containing iusinuations 
against the character of their friends. Hus- 
bands have been notified of acts of indiscre- 
tion committed by their wives, and vice versa. 
The matter at last became so annoying that 
it was placed in the hands of a detective, 
who traced the letters to the young woman 
in question. When confronted with them 
she acknowledged their authorship, confessed 
that all the charges were false, and could 
give no reason for writing them. It might 
be a very interesting study for the moral 
analyists to trace the peculiar strain in this 
young woman’s disposition which could in- 
duce her to perpetrate such cold-blooded, 
mean, contemptible calumn ies. If this does 
not argue for the truth of the old doctrine of 
total depravity, what does itindicate? If 
there were any personal reasons for her con- 
duct, such as hatred or revenge, it could be 
understood, though it would be none the less 
despicable, but in this case there was no 
reason at all. Apparently it was one of those 
instances of pure “cussedness’’ which are 
simply incomprehensibie. 


Ix pursuance of his scheme for eng 
the census Sunset Cox and other Congress 
men are considering the expediency of 
placing all the statistical bureaus of the Gov- 
ernment under one competent head, and of 
having the census work done by tne five 
bureaus in one. By this method itis believed 
that the statistics needed for the eleventh 
census, as well as the enumeration of popu- 
lation, can all be ready for the public in a 


but it may be fairiy questioned whether any 
time will be gained if the census-takers are 
required to cover the old ground. The way to 
take the census in two years is to abbre- 
viate it and not print such a mass of 
matter, much of which is useless be- 
cause it is superannuated by the time it gets 
to the few people who ever see a copy of the 
census. Under the present methods the 
huge volumes of the census are of no more 
value to the people at large than so much old 
paper, and their inevitable destiny is to find 
a place on the shelves of a second-hand book- 
store, because they appear too late to be of 
any practical use. Their uselesness is dem- 
onstrated by the supplemental job of a com- 
pendium which always accompanies them. 
The way to reform the census is to shorten 
it up atleast one-nalf. It may be possible 
then to get it out in reasonable time and to 
make it of some use for reference. 


F. F. Duras, the United States Consul at 
Havre, has called the attention of the Chicago 
Board of Trade to the discrimination against 
American salt pork and other products still 
existing in Frdnce, and also to the fact that 
M. Tirar, the author of the prohibitory 
edicts, has turned upon the Premier. He 
very wisely deems it proper, therefore, that 
the new Premier should be called upon to 
secure the repeal of this unfriendly and un- 
just act. In accordance with his suggestions 
the Board of Trade directors have passed a 
series of resolutions asking Congress to take 
such steps as will protect the country in this 
matter and cause the withdrawal of the dis- 
crimination, As there is no good reason for 
the prohibitory edict, the soundness and 
healthiness of these products having been 
long ago established beyond all question, 
Congress should proceed at once to call upon 
the French Government to repeal it, and in 
case it refuses to declare retaliation against 
French products to a corresponding extent. 
Penalty in kind will soon bring the French 
Government to its senses, and the United 
States Consul has intimated a line of prod- 
ucts the prohibition of which will soon con- 
vince it of the error of its ways—namely: the 
unwholesome and doctored wine which is 
sent over here in such large quantities. If 
Congress will put up the barriers against 
this stuff it will be only a question of tame 
how soon the American hog will march tri- 
umphantiy into the French seaports. Retalia- 
tion in kind is always a convincing argument 
in such cases. 


Will Clarkson Be Excommunicated 
; Heresy to a “Trust” Tariff? 

Mr. J. S. Clarkson, the talented editor of the 
Des Moines Register, the leading Republican 
newspaper of Iowa. has returned from Washing- 
ton after several weeks’ sojourn, where he found 
the all-absorbing question to be the best method 
of disposing of the surplus revenue and of cor- 
recting the inequalities of the tariff. He devotes 
a column of his journal to a talk on the subject 
of what the Republican position should be. We 
reproduce the material portions of the article, 
which hew dangerously close to the line where 
such self-constituted leaders of Republicanism 
as Penn Nixon ofthe I. O. U. and Andrew Shu- 
man of the Ancient Dame and Smith of the 
Philadelphia Press pronounce the major excom- 
munication, and with bell, book, and candle hurl 
men out of the Republican Church: 

The Republican party was never more loyal 
to the American policy of protection than it is 
today. It was never more determined that that 
principle shall be maintained in our affairs as a 
Nation and a people. This is always to be re- 
membered, and by every true and faithful Re- 
publican paper always to be expressed, At the 
same time the Republican party, while’ defend- 
ing und developing every business interest and 
every form of labor, is a party which also avoids 
any undue taxation and which will not be bound 
to foster unjustly any interest no longer needing 
protection. The National piatform of 1884 de- 
clared for and promised a reduction of taxation 
and an adjustment ofthe tariff. Nearly all the 
State platforms of the party since have reported 
the same declaration and pledge. That of the 
Iowa platform of 1887 was especially explicit on 
this point. 

„Therefore the Republicans in Congress, in re- 
demption of the pledges of the party and in pre- 
paring for the great contest for the Presidency 
this year, should very soon prepare a bill which 
will give the people reduction of taxation and a 
lessening of burdens wherever either is possible. 
A simple method of negation toward the. Demo- 
cratic program of free trade [? lower duties] 

and the maintenance of tax on several of the 
necessities of life will not be sufficient. There 
must be an affirmative, aggressive Republican 
movement to remove the tax on necessities and to 

increase the number of articles on the free list 
so far as a just observance of the demands of 
the policy of protection will allow. We be- 
lieve that the Republicans of Iowa are pre- 
pared to see nearly all, or quite all, the tax on 
sugar removed, a very material’ reduction on 
tobacco [?], and the removal of the tariff on all 
spirits used in manufactures or the arts. They 
are also, we believe, willing to see lumber at 
least put on the free list, and are discussing the 
question now whether salt and coal should not 
also be placed in the same category. [Why not 
iron-ore and wool also in order to cheapen iron, 
steel, and every one’s clothing?} The entire re- 
moval of the tariff on sugar, with a bounty, if. 
need be, to encourage American sugar-grow- 
ers [7], will not meet with much objection in this 
State. The average family pays more for sugar 
than it does for flour and nearly as much as it 
does for clothing. There is no tax which so di- 
rectly affects the great body of people and which 
would relieve them so much us this if removed. 
These reductions, with the Republicans always 
remembering that a margin for the payment of 
increased pensions must be maintained, would 
very largely prevent the accumulation of surplus 
hereafter. 

The idea must not be fostered nor allowed to gain 
currency that the Republican party is out of sym- 
pathy with the popular movement to reduce taxation 
wherever it can be done with safety. The weak- 
ness of Senator Sherman's otherwise remarka- 
bly strong speech last week on the tariff issue 
was that it attempted to show that if the Repub- 
lican policy had been carried out in Congress 
there would have deen no present surplue to com- 
plain about and no future surplus to prevent. In 
fact, the Republican party, even more than the 
Democratic, is in favor of reduction at every pos- 
sible point where prudence will allow. Senator 
Sherman should have made his speech show this 
fact instead of making it appear thatthe party 
would have appropriated all the present surplus 
and would have needed the continuation of 
the same revenues forpublic expenses hereafter.

' Democrats, led by Cleveland and his message, 


would keep up the war taxes on sugarand to- 
bacco. The Republicans would take them off 
[surely not off the luxury tobacco, the revenue 
from which is and will be needed to pay the 
soldiers’ pensions], or adjust them to a peace 
basis. This is what the Republican masses at 
their homes are thinking about this winter, what 
the most of them are desiring Congress to do, 
and what the Republican members of Congress 
must not fail to remember. Republicans expect

For Crossing Protection. 

Little or nothing has been done so far to pre- 
vent the frequent murders at the railroad cros’- 
ings in this city. As pointed out some days ago, 
there were fourteen such murders last month, 
sixteen during the month of November, and 142 
during the year 1887. Such a state of things calls 
for prompt remeay. It is not doubted that most 
of the deaths were caused through the gross neg- 
lect of the railroad corporations to provide and 
the failure of the municipal authorities to en- 
force proper protection for life atthe deadly 
crossings. The law gives the City Government 
ample power in the matter. The Cities and VII- 
lages act, as amended at the last session of the 
Legislature, contains the following provisions: 

The — Council in cities shall have power 
. require railroad, companies to fence 
their a. railroads or any portion of the 
same, and to construct cattle-gu at crossings 
of streets, and keep aon Ly in repair within 
the limits of the corporation 

To require railroad com anies to keep fl 
men at railroad crossings streets and prov e 

ection against injury to life ang property in 
the use of such rail 

To require railroad companies to construct 
and keep in repair bridges, viaducts, and tunnels, 
and to regulate the use thereof. 

Now, these provisions are sufficiently explicit 
for the dullest comprehension. Why do not. the 
municipal authorities of Chicago act on them? 
Is it not a scandal that the greedy corporations 
should be permitted to go on in the work of 
slaughter while the law provides ample reme- 
dies to prevent them? A few weeks ago the 
Council, after months of debate and on mature 
consideration, passed an ordinance in accord- 
ance with the power conferred on it by the law 
above quoted providing for the manner in which 
the crossings should be protected. It was (be- 
ing a general ordinance) necessarily conditional 
in its nature, but it was the best that could be 
devised by the City Law Department, or that the 
Council as at present constituted could be in- 


duced to adopt. No effort seems to have been. 


made to get the railroads to accept this ordi- 
nance or to perform their duties under it. 
Those corporations have complained that it 


would impose too great an expense on them to 


comply with it, and some of the city officials 
have been moved to compassion for thé Eastern 
coupon-clippers and Wall stréet brokers by 
such representations. The ordinance is a dead 
letter. No effort has been made to utilize it, 
and no suggestion has been made for a better 
one. The public will not be content with such 
inaction. 

The provisions of the ordinance relating to 
gate-guards and flagmen at crossings are, on the 
confession of the railroad officials themselves, 
fairenough. Why not enforce those provisions, 
even if it is thought necessary to postpone con- 
sideration of the duties of certain roads refer- 
ence to viaducts. The section referred to mere- 
ly provides that the railroad companies shall 
erect at such streets as may be designated by the 
Commissioner of Public Works suitable gates 
and bells, to be operated from towers by compe- 
tent attendants in charge thereof during such 
hours of the day and night as the City Council 
shall prescribe.” 

To erect such gates and hire such suitable 
attendants would not involve a very serious ex- 
pense. It would not have the effect of reducing 
the interest of the stockholders one-tenth of 1 
per cent. Humanity, even without the law, 
ought to dictate to the railroad companies the 
propriety of providing such protection. Em- 
ployés who have grown old in the service of the 
railroads, or who have been maimed in the dis- 
charge of their hazardous duties, could operate 
the gates. The compensation which they should 
obtain for the work would be only a little more 
than they would, in common justice, be entitled 
to from corporations which they served faith- 
fully at the peril of their lives. 

The construction of viaducts, which will be 
forced on the companies sooner or later, will 
necessarily be slow. Perhaps not more than a 
dozen or so can be erected every year under the 
most favorable circumstances. The gate-guards 
at these crossings can be put in at the rate of 
100 a month, if the municipal authorities insist 
on it earnestly. If the Mayor will issue instruc- 
tions to Commissioner Swift and give him suffi- 
cient support through the police force he can 
compel the railroad companies to act under the 
general police powers of the City Government 
without resort to any ordiuance whatever. This 
matter has been too long delayed. It is time to 
act. There is no reasonable excuse for inaction 
now. 


Indorsing Mr. Onahan’s Recommendations. 

Two of the most influential organizations of 
the Roman Catholic Church in this city—the 
Married Men's and the Young Men's Sodalities 
of the Jesuit Parish—have ‘passed resolutions in- 
dorsing the measures recommended by Collector 
Onahan “for the restriction and more careful 
regulation of the liquor traffic in Chicago.“ The 
societies named are said to have a membership 
of 1,400, and they have united in working for the 
mitigation of the evils arising from the liquor 
traffic, “in pursuance of the direction of the Ple- 
nary Council of Baltimore.” 

The members of the sodalities are nearly all 
residents of the Seventh and Eighth Wards, and 
they will doubtless bring pressure to bear on 
their representatives in the Council so as to give 
effect to their resolutions. 

If Ald. Hildréth, Weber, Lore, and Sheridan 
will support the order which Ald. Manierre has 
introduced in the Council for ordinances to give 
effect to the recommendation of Mr. Onahan 
there will be no doubt about the adoption of 
the measures. Aldermen representing similar 
constituencies will follow the example of the 
Seventh and Eighth Ward members in voting 
for the ordinances. | 

The Lerald in an article printed elsewhere also 
pronounces strongly in favor of the projected 
ordinances. It speaks for the respectable ele- 


ment of the Democratic party of thecfty. The 


question of license is in no sense a party one. It 
is one which concerns all law-abiding people. 

The reputable men among the saloonkeepers 
favor the adoption of the recom endations. 
Many of them now pay the license fee for the 
whole year in advance; others would gladly do 
soif the rule was made general, They are in- 
terested in having the traffic conducted in a de- 
cent and orderly manner—in such à way as to 
give no offense to any reasonable citizen. They 
are interested also in having the saloons con- 
ductea by reputable and responsible men. All 
the odium which now attaches to the hquor 
traffic arises from the fact that irresponsible per- 
sons, roughs, gamblers, ahd adventurers, the 
creatures of greedy brewers and wholesale 
whisky dealers, constitute such a large percent- 
age of the saloonkeepers. 

The adoption of the Onahan recommendations 
will put an end to this state of affairs.

His vocalism is in no way remarka- 
ble, but he made the part amusing by the usual 
interpolation of horse-play, gags, and local wit- 
ticisms, besides imitating orchestral instru- 
ments, etc. Mr. Arthur Tams, an ‘ancient 
serving man, also contributed largely to the 
merriment of the audienée.

The people were unable to 
check the flames, which destroyed everything in 
their course until a solid brick building was 
reached. Dr. G. M. Phelps and Dr. J. W. Smith 
lost their effice furniture, the Knights of Labor 
their hall, the Royal Templars their regalia and 
books, and the band their instruments and un- 
forms. About $00 worth of plate glass cake 
the street was broken by the heat.

BISHOP IRELAND ON PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Catholics Have No Objection to State Con- 
trol, but Oppose the Higher Branches, 
St. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 16.—|Special.]—Bishop 

Ireland was asked today if he, as an American 
citizen, was in favor of maintaining the public 
schools. “Certainly. The State must provide 
for its own safety,” was the reply. “A certain 
degree of instruction is necessary that citizens 
may understand their rights and duties and take 
their parts intelligently as voters in the admin- 
istration of public affairs. Whatever zeal pa- 
rents, philanthropists, and churches may in 
many cases have for the instruction of children 
—the future citizens and voters—a large number 
will as a matter of fact remain in absolute ig- 
norance unless the State come to the rescue. 
Taxation for public instruction under this aspect 
of the case is most just and no citizen can com- 
plain. The reason for the intervention of the 
State instruction of children marks the limits 
of its action. The instruction to be given is that 
which is needed for the purpose of intelligent 
citizenship. For anything beyond this the State 
has no right to maintain schools at public ex- 
pense. I am totally opposed to our present * 
school system and money wrung from me for its 
cee I pay under protest. blic schools are 
‘charity schools, as a New York Judge has de- 
cided. As stich they are needed. Beyond this 
measure they have no reason to exist, 
and if imposed upon the public they are unjusti- 
fiable burthens. [am not, of course, an enemy 
to thehigher forms of education, but the bene- 
ficiaries should pay for them outof their own 
purses. The religious principles of Catholics 
will always lead them to seek for their own chil- 
dren an education based upon and vivified by re- 
ligion. This is their settled position and I will 
not waste words in defending it. I would deem 
it injudicious to say the least for Catholics to 
make an attempt to secure the pro-rata system 
or a division of the school fund. A so-called 
Catholic writer in the January number of the 
North American Review totally misstates the 
Cathelic position as to the school question. I do 
not wish to ore the practical difficulties there
